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REMARKS 

Jn response lo llic onico Action mailotl on October 17, 2005, Applicant rcspcctruUy 
rcc[U(3Sls ivL-oTisidcaiiioii bnscd on the above claim amcndmciUs and the following remarks. 
Applicant respcclfully siibmits that the claims as presented are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1 , 14, 1 0-23, and 26 have been amended and now Claims 27-30 havo been added, 
Icuving CUiims 1 -30 for consideration upon entry of the present amendment.

Support for the features of amended Claims J , 21 , 22, and 26 may be found, for example, 
at paL'a<ji'aph [00221 page 9 of Iho specification. Support for the the features of new Claims 
27O0 mny l>e foiuid, for example, at paragraph [0027J on pages 1 1-12 of the spceifieation. No 
new mailer lias been added by the amcndmcnls. 

Claim Reiociion s Under 35 U .S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 102(c) as being anticipated by Peters et al., 
U.S. Patent No. 2003/0003926 0>crcinancr."^Pclers"). "A claim is anticipated only if each and 
cv^ry clement as set forlh in the claim is found, cither expressly or inherently described, in a 
sinylc prior ail rclcrenec." Verdegaal Bros, K Union Oil Co, of California, 814 I\2d 628, 63 1, 2 
lJSP02d 1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987). 

Applicant rcspcclfully traverses the rejections because Peters fails to leach, either 
expressly or inhcrcndy, all of the clenicnts of independent Claims 1,21, 22, and 26. 

Claim K as amended, recites "A method for providing selected status announcements 
from a wireless telephone user to a caller^ said mclhod comprising: receiving an incoming 
lelephono call Imm a caller, responsive lo a determination that an automatic aiiswcring mode 
applies to the incoiuiny call: receiving a prc-sclected announcement action coiTesponding lo said 
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incoming iclepliono call; imil performing said prc-sclcctcd announcement aclion wherein ifsaid 
prc-s^;lcctcd iinnoiniccmcnl aciion includes a hold annonnccmeni ihcn answering said incoming 
telephone call l)y providing the caller wilh ihc hold announccmenl; responsive to a dctenninalion 
lh;\t i\ nmnu:il unswcring mode applies to the incoming call: rcccivinfi a uscr-selecLed 
announcomcnl aelion solcclcd by said user from a list of announcemenl actions, said user- 
sckclcd linnounccmcnl HClion selected in response to receiving said incoming telephone call; and 
porforniing sfiid iiscr-solcctcd announcement aclion including: ifsaid user-solcctcd 
announcement acUon includes said hold announcement then answering said incoming telephone 
call by |)?oviding the caller wilh the hold announcement; and i f suid uscr-sclectcd announcement 
aclion includes a call-back announcement, then providing the caller wilh the call-back 
j\nnoui\ccnJCnl and disconnecting the telephone ciill; and responsi ve to a particular caller 
kliniLiflfiUiM associated with a pa rticular call er, sendin g the incoming call to a voice mail sys tem 
vyilhoul alerting^ the use r of Iho in coming cajl" (Rrnphasis added) 

hi contrast, Peters fails to teach, cither expressly or inlicrenlly, at least the element 
'"responsive to a particular caller idenliricaiion associated wilh a particular caller, sending the 
incominy call to a voice mtnl system without alerting the user of the incoming call", as recited in 
Claini I . Thcrc:foi:e, Peters docs not anticipate Claim 1 for at least the reason that Peters docs not 
leach, cither or expressly or inherently, all of the elements of Claim 1 . Claims 21, 22, and 26 
also incltidc ths^ clement **reKponsivo to a paiticular caller identification associated with a 
particular caller, sending the incoming call to a voice mail system without alciling the user of the 
inconiinji cair\ and Applicant submits that they arc patentable over Petcra for at least the reasons 
given for Claim I . Claims 2-20 depend from Clr^im I and arc believed to he allowable at least 
due to their <lcpcndcncy on Claim 1 . Claims 23-25 depend from Claim 22 and are believed to be 
allowable at leas! due to their dependency on Claim 22. 

New Claims 27-30 include the element "the automatic answering mode includes a list of 
tailored ann(nnu:cmcnls that cover user specific situations and each of the announcements is 
named", as well as all elements of independent Claims I, 21, 22, and 26, respectively. 
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'i'hcrcfcnc, new Claims 27-30 arc bolicjveil to he allowable al least due lo iheir dependencies on 
allowable Cliiiui 1 , 21, 22 and 26 ro^spucUvcly.
